WASHINGTON, Aug. 4. 

ONALD R. RICHBERG,

Richberg added that specific 
cases might be picked out oc- 
casionally by the national ad- 

ministration “just as examples.” 


PRINCE OF WALES 
DEFEATED AT GOLF 
BY U. S. WOMAN 


Conquest by Miss Beatrice 
Gottlieb His First at Hands 
-. of Feminine Opponent.

LONDON, Aug. 4.—Miss Beatrice 
Gottlieb of Tuckahoe,.N. Y., has 
earned the distinction of being the 
first woman to beat the Prince of 
Wales at golf. : 

She will take back to the United 
States in a few days a box of golf 
balls given her by the Prince. Also, 
she will return home minus one of 
the clubs from her caddie bag. The 
club now is in the possession of 
the Prince, a gift from Miss Gott- 
lieb. : 

A one-handicap golfer, Miss Gott- 
lieb, 28 years old and blond, is a 
member of the Mount Vernon 
Country Club. 

“IT was invited to play with the 
Prince and we had a round at Sun- 
ningdale,” she said. “We finished 
all square after a little bit of ingif- 
ferent golf here and there. 
“Afterwards we went to Coombe 
Hill. Archie Compston (British 
professional) joined -ur match and 
he went the round in 65 and gave 
us both a terrible beating. 

“The Prince surprised me at the 
excellence of some of his shots. He 
took an 83 for the round and I was 
a lucky golfer to take 80 strokes. 
I won the match by 5 and 4 on 
level terms. 

‘During that round the Prince 
saw an iron club with which I 
imagine I was playing rather well. 
I asked him if he would like to 
have it and I felt quite happy when 
he said he would take the club.”

PARTLY CLOUDY, WARMER 
TONIGHT AND TOMORROW 
THE TEMPERATURES.

NEW YORK, Aug. 4—Fumes 
from what officials decided were 
two cylinders of tear gas swept 
through the New York Stock Ex- 
change early this afternoon, com- 
pelling a suspension of trading and 
giving the financial district its most 
exciting incident since the bomb ex- 
plosion outside the J. P. Morgan 
offices many years ago. 

No one was hurt, but scores of 
workers in the big building at the 
corner of Broad and Wall streets 
suffered severely irritated eyes as 
they. groped their way to the side- 
walks, 

The New York Police Depart- 
ment’s bomb squad immediately be- 
gan an investigation, but before it 
was completed the Stock Exchange, 
through Allen Lindley, its vice pres- 
ident, announced that its own in- 
quiry. had disclosed that “unknown 
persons” had placed the gas at one 
of the intakes of the exchange ven- 
tilating system. 

Leak in Pipe First Suspected. 

When the fumes first began to 
seep on to the trading floor it was 
assumed that a leak in an ammonia 
pipe of.the air-cooling apparatus 
had been responsible. Inquiry, how- 
ever, disclosed two bombs had been 
placed in the intake and the release 
pins pulled. 

The fumes were first detected at 
12:15 o’clock, just as floor traders 
on the exchange were anticipating 
a very quiet afternoon as a fitting 
supplement to an extremely dull 
morning. 

Brokers and clerks rubbed their 
eyes but continued at their posts, 
thinking that the trouble was of 
minor consequence and would soon 
disappear. However, the gas quick- 
ly came in larger billows and the 
hundreds of men and boys began to 
make for the exits. 

Physicians from nearby hospitals 
gave first aid treatment for smart- 
ing eyes, but could find no serious 
injuries and occupants of the build- 
ing went to their homes. 

Officers of the exchange immedi- 
ately decided to suspend business 
for the rest of the day. The ex- 
change already had decided to hold 
no Saturday sessions until Sept. 9. 
Trading on the curb exchange con- 
tinued as usual. 

Fumes Reach the Streets. 

The fumes billowed up through 
the first four floors, which were 
ordered evacuated and dso swept 
into th estreets at a time when 
the stock exchange district was 
thronged with the noonday crowd. 

Police reserves and emergency 
squads were rushed into the district 
and held back the milling thou- 
sands while the affected floors of 
the exchange structure were 
cleared. . 

Lindley, acting president of the 
exchange in the absence of Richara 
Whitney, who is on vacation, was 


| probably the last to vacate the ex- 


change floor and as he left he 
humorously rang the gong which 
signals the opening and closing of 
the market. ; 

The exchange ruled that market 
prices ‘at the time of the forced 
suspension would be considered the 
day’s closing quotations. It was al- 
so decided not to list bid and 
asked prices which are gathered 
from specialists at the close of each 
session. 

By 2 o’elock’ the Exchange 
Building had been cleared and the 
streets bordering the building 
were once more open. 

The bombs, or receptacles, ac- 
cording to the police, had been 
placed in an. intake connecting’ a 
ventilating system which serves 
the Exchange building and some. 
lower floors of the Exchange’s 23- 
story annex. 

The intake, on the fifth floor of 
the Exchange building, was said to 
be readily accessible from the cor- 
ridor, but neither reporters nor 
photographers were permitted by 
the Exchange authorities to enter 
that floor. The gas receptacles 
were said to resemble the general 
run of tear gas gombs, cylindrical 
and about a foot long.

An income tax lien for $164,243 
was filed today in Federal Court 
against the estate of Leon H. Wil- 
liams, real estate mortgage dealer 
who was found dead of monoxide 
gas last Feb. 14 in the garage at 
his home, 5942 Clemens avenue. His 
income tax returns, it was learned 
today, were under investigation at 
the time of his death. | 


A second lien, for $77,354, was 
filed against the City Investment 
Co., which Williams organized in 
1931... Its address is given as 4211 
Westminster place. The L, H. Wil- 
liams Mortgage Co., which he head- 
ed, went into receivership in May, 
1932, 

The first lien is to secure income 
taxes and penalties alleged to be 
due for the five years, 1927 to 1931, 
inclusive. 
his widow, Lynnie L. Williams, in- 
dividually and as administratrix 
and transferee of his estate. 

The lien against the City Invest- 
ment Co. is against it as a separate 
corporation and as transferee of 
the assets of L. H. Williams Mort- 
gage Co. It seeks taxes and pen- 
alties for 1929 and 1931. 

The liens were filed by Collector 
of Internal Revenue Becker at the 
direction of the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue Helvering. In- 
vestigation of Williams’ income tax 
returns was conducted by the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office and the in- 
telligence unit of the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue. 

Williams was found dead, late in 
the afternoon of Feb. 13, by the son 
of a Negro maid in his home who 
heard the motor of his automobile 
running in the garage. His body 
was in the driver’s seat. The hood 
of the car was raised and tools 
were strewn about the floor and 
running board. A Coroner’s ver- 
dict of accident was returned. 

A native of Austria, Williams 
practiced medicine in New Orleans 
and New York before he came to 
S*. Louis 25 years ago to enter the 
real estate mortgage business. He 
was 61 years old. J 

When the L. H. Williams Mort- 
gage Co. was placed in receiver- 
ship, Williams was named one of 
its receivers. When he died there 
was pending an application that a 
receiver be appointed for 42 parcels 
of real estate and certain deeds of 
trust owned by him. 

Three months after his death 
William Sacks, attorney, was ap- 
pointed reeciver for the property. 
Plaintiffs in the suit, the Shatzman 
& Silberman Grocery Co. and the 
Ogle County (Tll,) Bank, alleged the 
annual rental value of the ‘real 
estate was $125,000 and charged that 
Williams had assigned deeds of 
trust to straw persons beyond the 
reach of creditors. The bank had 
a claim for $750, and the grocery 
company claimed $35,000 for an un- 
paid stock subscription. :

Dismissal of Dr. and Mrs. Charles 
E. Baur as superintendent and ma- 
tron, respectively, of City In-

WALL ST. THEORY ON $347,000 
GOLD SHIPMENT TO FRANCE 


Thought to Have Been Sent to 
Compensate U. 8. Officials Hit 
by Falling Dollar. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—Wall street 
today thought.it had solved the 
mystery of a recent small shipment 
of United States gold to Europe 
which under ordinary conditions 
would have been prevented by the 
gold embargo law. - 

In the opinicn of bankers here, 

the shipment—amounting to $347,- 
000, which went to France on 
Wednesday—was for the purpose of 
compensating American Govern- 
ment officials in foreign service for 
the. loss of income resulting from 
the fall of the dollar to around 75 
per cent of its former value. 
, Export of the sum was disclosed 
when .Federal Reserve. reports 
showed that it was not a part of 
the shipment of earmarked gold 
held here for the account of for- 
eign central banks. 

The State Department recently 
announced that it was working on 
a plan to pay officials abroad the 
equivalent, in purchasing power, of 
the old dollar. The simplest way 
to handle the problem, it was as- 
sumed, was to pay in gold, and the 
financial community. thought that 
the recent shipment was in line 
with this decision

POONA, India, Aug. 4.—Mahatma 
Gandhi was sentenced today to a 
year in jail on charges in connec- 
tion with his proposed new civil 
disobedience campaign of Indian in- 
dependence, 

The Nationalist leader was out of 
Yeroda jail a short time this morn- 
ing, but he was quickly rearrested 
when he refused to accept condi- 
tions under which his release had 
been ordered. These provisions were 
that he remain in Poona and that 
he promise to refrain from all po- 
litical activities. 

The Mahatma was taken to Ye- 
roda jail Wednesday from Ahmeda- 
bad, where he was arrested with his 
wife and 33 devotees as they were 
about to begin an “Individual” dis- 
obedience ‘action. 

The Magistrate explained that 
because of the Mahatma’s age and 
physical condition, the sentence 
was only one year of simple impris- 
onment. Gandhi asked'to be placed 
among the lowest grade prisoners. 

Gandhi informed the court it was 
no pleasure to him to break the 
laws of the State. He was offering 
all the resistance a peaceful man 
could, he said, to an unjust system 
of government. | .

Justice Joseph W. Cox set the case 
for hearing Aug. 15 and issued an 
order for Ickes to show cause why 
the injunction should not be 
granted. . 

Opposes Power for President. 

Explaining that the suit did not 
oppose the general provisions of the 
national recovery law permitting 
trade codes, Fischer said it was 
aimed specifically at the section 
giving the President authority to 
regulate interstate movement of oil. 
The suit challenged constitutionality 
of that section and contended that 
the order of the Texas Railroad 
Commission limiting production to 
three-fifths of 1-per cent of well 
capacity was invalid and exceeded 
its legal authority. 

To support the plea that the oil 
regulations and the order were un- 
constitutional, the petition contend- 
ed that Congress could not vest 
legislative powers in the excutive; 
that it prohibited instead of regu- 
lated interstate commerce, and that 
the penalty of a fine of $1000 or six 
months’ imprisonment was uncon- 
stitution ' ' ‘use the President 
could no. de..ce an offense. 

“Property Rights Violated.” 

' The order, continued the petition, 
was depriving the owners of the 
refineries of their property rights, 
adding that as a result of the pro- 
hibition against moving oil in ex- 
cess of allowed production “the 
plaintiffs have been compelled to 
shut down their refineries, as they 
cannot obtain sufficient petroleum 
from their wells.”

PROPOSED HOURLY 
PAY RATE RAISE 


Manufacturers’ Group Sug- 
gests Plan to N. R. A. 
Which Would Affect 
Many Now Above Min- 
imum Wage.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4-—A pay 
increase of 14 to 20 per cent in 
the hourly rate of hundreds of 
tL jusands of factory workers whose 
aours of labor would be sharply cut 
under the President's blanket code 
was inferentially proposed to the 
recovery administration today by 
the National Manufacturers’ Asso. 
ciation, but this suggested plan of 
“equitable adjustment” of pay 
would, in most cases, result in a 
decrease in the weekly earnings_of 
the workers. 

The question was laid before the 


National Recovery Admunistration 
in a request for a further interpre- 
tation of the “equitable adyustment” 
in pay for workers necessary be- 


der the President’s re-employment 
agreement. In holding that em- 
ployes above the minimum wage 
level must receive an adjustment, 
t].e recovery administration ieft 
the adjustment largely to the. dis- 
cretion of the employers, with the 
right of review. 
Adjustment Examples Submitted. 
Examples of an “equitable ad- 
justment” in pay were submitted. 
If a worker had been employed 4C 
hours in a factory and under the 
President’s code his hours were cut 
to 35, he should receive the same 
amount of money each week, or an 
increase of 14 per cent, the recov- 
ery administration held. But if 
workers had been employed 45 to 
60 hours, the sam: interpretation 
held, an employer might not be able 
to stand an increase that would 
keep the weekly wage the same. 
The employer was to submit his 
idea of a fair adjustment. 
The Manufacturers’ Association 
suggested that an increase of 14 tc 
20 per cent in the hourly rate would 
be fair. 
As an example of this proposal, it 
was pointed out that a person now 
working 54 hours a week at 40 cents 
an hour received $21.60 a week. If 
cut to 35 hours under the Presi- 
dent’s code, he would receive $14 a 
week at the same hourly rate. An 
“equitable adjustment,” the asso- 
ciation held, would be to increase 
the pay possibly 20 per cent more 
an hour, yielding $16.80 for a week. 
Leeway for Manufacturers. 
The request for an interpretation 
was made to relieve manufacturers 
of the embarrassment of submitting 
their own ideas and having them 
rejected. Each manufacturer would 
be given a leeway, however, in 
qualifying his acceptance of the 
President’s code. 
Since hundreds of thousands of 
workers aré employed on a 48 to 
54-hour basis, the ruling is regard- 
ed as highly important by the man- 
ufacturers. 3 
In issuing its interpretations last 
week the N. R. A. met the chief 
objections of the manufacturers. 
The National Association had urged 
its members to seek safeguards be- 
fore signing the voluntary code, on 
the ground that strict adherence to 
the general plan of the code might 
be ruinous.

Includes All but Mechanics and 
Factory Workers—News- 
boys Not Affected.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4—Under 
the President’s re-employment 
agreement, all but factory and me- 
chanical workers are lumped in the 
“white collar” class, which is to 
have its work limited to a 40-hour 
week and an eight-hour day, with 
minimum wages ranging from $15 
to $12, depending on the size of the 
city. This applies to employes in 
offices, banks, public utilities and 
stores and delivery services. 

While the formal requirement on 
child labor is that no one léss than 
14 years old shall be employed, this 
is not expected to apply generally 
to newsboys and paper carriers as 
they are understood to work main- 
ly on a commission basis or as in- 
dependent dealers—classes of work- 
ers specifically exempt from hour 
limitation and other requirements 
of the agreement. 

Neither postal carriers or any 
other class of workers for the Fed- 
eral, state or local governments are 
intended to be affected by the 
agreement since it is not the ex- 
pectation of the recovery adminis~ 
tration that any governmental unit 
shall subscribe to the re-employ- 
ment plan. This attitude has been 
taken so as to bring no shadow 
of coercion by the Federal Govern- 
ment on the other governmental 
structures of the country.

The St. Louis office of the Fed- 
eral Home Owners’ Loan Corpora- 
tion, opened Suly 11, has received 
4500 applications for loans from 
residents of St. Louis and 26 coun- 
ties bordering on the Mississippi 
River, Grover Cleveland Vandover.

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UNTY FARMERS ORGANIZING 


TO REDUCE WHEAT ACREAGE 


Preliminary Meetings Looking to Formation 


of. Production Control Association Are : 


~ 


Held—Details of Plan. 


St. Louis County farmers are 
holding preliminary meetings this 
week with a view to organizing a 
County Wheat Production Control 
Association in less than three 
weeks. 

The purpose is acreage reduction. 
The proposed benefits are liberation 
of the domestic wheat price from 
the depressed world market— 
which has controlled it heretofore 
—and a Government bounty on 
wheat used in this country for food. 
Similar organizations are being 
formed in every wheat-producing 
county in the United States. 

Farmers in this county are plow- 


‘ing now for wheat, and will sow 


about Oct. 1. Before then Farm 
Agent Oscar W. Meier told the 
Post-Dispatch, members of the new 
association will receive a payment 
of 20 cents a bushel on 54 per cent 
of their average crop. The rest, 
8 to 10 cents a bushel on that part 
of the crop, is to be paid next 
spring when proof of acreage re- 
duction has been completed. Farm- 
ers who fail to join and later 
change their minds will be unable 
to get in on the association and its 
benefits after crop allotments have 
been approved. 
Other Meetings Pianned. 

Meier and his assistants are ex- 
plaining the plan in community 
mass meetings. The next step, after 
growers are fully acquainted with 
its provisions, will be a series of 
township meetings, Aug. 14-18, for 
those who have decided to join. 

Applications are to be signed in 
those theetings, and township com- 
mittees of three men each are to be 
elected. The chairman will serve 
on the board of directors of the 
County Wheat Production Control 
Association. These five men, one 
from each township, in turn will 
select three members as an allot- 
ment committee, which will admin- 
ister the plan. Its heddquarters 
and the directors’ will be at. the 
Farm Bureau at Clayton. 

On receipt of application, each 
member’s acreage and bounty al- 
lotment will be computed and an 
individual contract made with the 
Secretary of Agriculture. The data 
will be published in community 
newspapers on the theory that pub- 
licity will assure accuracy. None 
of the acreage taken out of wheat 
production may be used for crops 
to be sold, although it may be 
planted for soil enrichment or 
farm consumption. Before the 
bounty is paid, the loca] commit- 
tees must report actual fulfillment 
of contract. 

The bounty is described as an 
“adjustment,” to: compensate those 
growers who bear the brunt of 
the effort to raise prices for all 
wheat farmers by reducing’ pro- 
duction. 

Details of Reduction Pian. 

Definite announcement of the 
amount of acreage reduction is not 
expected before Aug. 24, but reduc- 
tion is not to exceed 20 per cent of 
average acreage for the three years, 
1930-32, and might be considerably 
less. 

This reduction relates, of course, 
to the crop to be harvested next 
summer. The bounty payments 
have nothing to do with that crop. 
They are based on past production. 
Nationally the basis is the five-year 
average, 1928-32. For convenience 
only, the three-year average, 1930- 
32, is used in computing the indi- 
vidual farmer's allotment, but in 
counties where it differs markedly 
from the five-year average, adjust- 
ment must be made. 

Such a discrepancy exists in St. 
Louis County. Due to unusual crops 
in 1931 and 1932, the five-year av- 
erage is 20 per cent below the 
three-year figures. But few farm- 
ers can give the figures for five 
years back, and so the basis used in 
practice is 80 per cent of the three- 
year average. The resulting figure 
is taken as average production, and 
the bounty is paid on 54 per cent of 
it—or that part which, as deter- 
mined by national figures on pro- 
duction and consumption, is con- 
sumed as food in the United States. 

A Theoretical Example. 

An example was offered by Farm 
Agent Meier as, although altogeth- 
er theoretical, an understandable 
illustration. A farmer raised (in 
theory) an average of 1000 bushels 
of wheat on 50 acres, or 20 bushels 
an acre, in 1930-32. His normal crop 
expectation next yegr would he 80 
per cent of that, or 16 bushels an 
acre. 

If he took a chance on planting 
the full 50 acres and trying to 
profit by his neighbors’ acreage sac- 
rifice, he- could expect a crop of 
800° bushels. If prices happened to 
remain at the 90-cent minimum set 
on the Chicago exchange, he might 
expect $720 on the market. He 
would get no bounty. 

If he joined the Wheat Produc 
tion Control Association, he would 
have to reduce, possibly as low as 
40 acres. From that 40 acres he 
could expect 640 bushels. If the 
market held at 90 cents, he would 
get $576. And then there would be 
the bounty. 

His three-year average production 
minus 20 per cent would give the 
basis of 800 bushels, on 54 per cent 
of which, or 432 bushels, the 28 to 
30 cent bounty would be paid. At 
the least, it would amount td\$120, 
and it would not be subject to mar- 
ket conditions or the hazards of 
crop production... His total wheat 
income would be $696, as compared 
with $720 if he refused to cut his 
acreage. 

In other words, it would cost him 
about $24 to co-operate, on the face 
o: those figures. But if great num- 
bers refused ‘to co-operate, or other 
factcrs drove prices down again to 
recent levels, the advantage would 


be on the other side. At the 40- 


cent level where many St. Louis 
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County farmers sold their wheat 
last year, for example, he would 
g. $320 with full acreage, or $376, 
including bounty, with acreage 20 
per cen. reduced. Co-operation 
would be worth $56 cash. — 


Reason for Co-operation. 


Thus a belief that the plan might 
fail would be no reason for staying 
out of it. For inducement to get 
in on it, he wdéuld have a cash pay- 
ment in September—$86 in the theo- 
retical case—the opinion of his 
neighbors and, perhaps most 
weighty, reason to suspect that gen- 
eral failure to co-operate would put 
wheat prices again on the toboggan. 


The plan is only one of three fac- 
tors to which the rise in wheat 
prices is attributed. The others 
are a very short crop and the gen- 
eral. price rise. But the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has made com- 
putations to show that, even with 
the short crop this year, anything 
like nermal crops next spring and 


the next will put the wheat surplus 
right back where it was. - 

Preliminary meetings, remarked 
Farm Agent Meier, indicate the in- 
ducements seem to have weight 
with St. Louis County farmers. 
There has been no pronounced 
criticism .of the plan, and so far 
as he could judge, he said, two- 
thirds of them were ready to join. 

The Missouri Grain Grower3, Inc., 
State affiliate of the Farmers’ Na- 
tional Grain Corporation, adopted 
resolutions last Monday at Kansas 
City urging Missouri farmers gen- 
erally to support thé program as 
“safe, sound and sensible, and de- 
sigried for the sole purpose of re- 
lief to the growers of wheat.”

HELD FOR MAKING 
FALSE INCOME TAX 
RETURN FOR FIRM 


Former St. Louis Account- 
ant Is Captured in Ja- 
maica, Long Island, After 
a Three-Year Search. | 


John W. Boswell, former S8t. 
Louis accountant and tax expert, 
will be brought here from New 
York, to be tried on a charge of 
falsifying the income tax return of 
a business firm here. Other re- 
turns prepared by him for St. 
Louis converns are being investi- 
gated. 

A dispatch today stated that 
United States Commissioner 
O’Neill, in New. York, ordered Bos- 
wel] removed to St. Louis, for 
trial on- an indictment returned 
in June, 1930. Boswell was sought 
by Federal officials from that time 
until his” arrest yesterday in 


Jamaica, Long Isiand. An agent 
of the Intelligence Unit, of the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau, traced him 
from Kansas City, after a long 
search. His bond was fixed at 
$2000. 

The indictment, recently removed 
from the docket because Boswell 
could not be found, has been re- 
instated, the District Attorney's 
It was 
based on income tax returng al- 
leged to have been prepared by 
Boswell for the H. & K. Garment 
Co., operated by Eugene and 
Charles Kearns, brothers, at 1624 
Morgan street. The returns were 
on the income of the calendar 
years 1925, 1926, 1927 and 1928. 

The investigation, according to 
Federal officials, showed that the 
return for 1925 was $961 short of 
the proper ta payment, and that 
the shortages for the three ‘subse- 
quent years were $1232, $1942 and 
$4244. The firm, according to the 
District Attorney’s office, adjusted 
the claim for the year 1928. The 
firm afterward went into bankrupt- 
cy, without having made adjust- 
ments for the three other years. 

After his indictment here, the 
Department of Justice was asked 
to apprehend Boswell, and he was 
sought in Chicago and Boston. The 
case was turned back to the Inter- 
nal Revenue Bureau, and its agents 
learned, by watching the outside of 
letters sent to Boswell’s mothef in 
Kansas City, that he was in Ja- 
maica. 

The offense with which he is 
charged is punishable by imprison, 
ment up to five years and fine up 
to $10,000. : 

Boswell was acquitted here in 
1927 of the charge of using the 
mails to defraud, in making an al- 
leged false financial statement in 
behalf of the Vogue Apparel Co., 
which went into bankruptcy after 
the statement. An officer of the 
company was indicted with him. 
At their trial in Federal Court, the 
Government was unable to convince 
the jury that they were responsible 
for the statement. Boswell said he 
was employed as an auditor for 
the company, and the other man 
said he was only a dress designer, 


with no part in the firm’s finances.

HARLAN, Ky., Aug. 4.—Fifty 
National Guardsmen will patrol the 
city of Harlan until after Satur- 
day’s primary to prevent possible 
clashes between political factions as 
a result of disorders at Kenvir yes- 
terday in which Robert Roark, 35 
years old, was fatally wounded and 


four other men beaten. 

Clarence Middleton, county pa- 
trolman, said he and two kinsmen 
found 432 ballots already marked in 
a. ballot box at the home of Bill 
Farley, where the shooting oc- 
curred. Middleton declined to dis- 
cuss the shooting. 

Arthur. Roark, Farley and Bill 
Barton were brought to jail here, 
slightly hurt. Fred Jones, Repub- 
lican candidate for County Attor- 
ney, also was slightly injured. 

Mayor L. O. Smith called out the 
local company of 50 troops when 
he said armed men congregating 
on the streets of Harlan made the 
situation dangerous. 

The Mayor’s emergency order was 
confirmed by Gov. Laffoon at 
Frankfort. The city was quiet after 
the troops were ordered to arrest 
anyone found carrying weapons. 

The dead man was to have been 
a Republican election officer. Bal- 
lot boxes already had been distrib- 
uted to polling officials. 

Middleton said when they entered 
the Farley home the five men were 
stuffing the remaining unmarked 
ballots into sacks.

IRISH TEAM, SIX 
BOUTS TO TWO 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 4.—Paddy Mulli- 
gan, a big Irish copper, standing 
six feet four inches, started back 
to his home in dear old Ireland to- 


and a lump on his jaw as the only 
knockout victim of the internation- 
al amateur boxing bouts fought in 
Soldier Field last night before 
50,000 spectators. 

The American Golden Glove 
champions triumphed over the Irish 
invaders, six bouts to two, in the 
third series of international con- 
tests. The American team, in the 


first international conflict two years 
ago conquered invaders from 
France, and tied the Germans last 
year. 

Two Irish ‘Winners. 

The only two Irishmen to win 
were Paddy Connolly, a barrel 
chested, lantern-jawed little soldier 
of the Irish Free State army, and 
Frank Kerry, a bantamweight. Con- 
nolly defeated Lenny Cohen of Chi- 
cago, in the flyweight class, while 
Kerr won from John Ginter, an- 
other Chicagoan. These two bouts 
were the first on the program. 

Thereafter it was a rout for the 
Irish, the Americans winning six 
successive bouts. George Van Der 
Hayden of South Bend, Ind., feath- 
erweight, gave the Americans their 
first victory by defeating Paddy 
Hughes of Ireland, on a technical 
knockout in the third round. 
Hughes suffered an ugly gash over 
his left eye, and the bout was 
stopped over his protest. Edward 
Ward, lightweight Negro southpaw 
of Chicago, defeated Ernie Smith of 
Ireland, while William Celebron, 
Rockford, Ill, won from Johnny 
Kennedy, Ireland. Freddie Caserio, 
Chicago middleweight, kept the ball 
rolling for the Americans, by de 
feating Paddy Hennelly, Ireland. 
The only doubtful decision of the 
night was Max Marek’s victory over 
Dick Hearns in the light heavy- 
weight division. The crowd booed 
it, voicing an opinion that the Irish- 
man had won. 

The Only Knockout. 

John Pacek, Chicago heavyweight, 
outweighed 23 pounds, climaxed the 
American triumph by knocking out 
Paddy Mulligan in the first round 
of their heavyweight battle. He 
sunk a left hook to the body and 
then drove a right to the jaw, and 
Mulligan dropped to the floor, fall- 
ing so awkwardly that he broke his 
left ankle. : 

Professional boxing promoters 
rubbed their eyes in amazement to- 
day over the crowd that witnessed 
the amateur battles. The crowd, 
50,000 spectators, were the most 
that ever witnessed an amateur 
boxing show, and even surpassed 
the attendance at professional 
championship matches in the last 
two years.

INFLUENZAL. PNEUMONIA 
TREATED WITH NEW SERUM 


Two Cures Are Reported by London 
Doctor; One Patient Was 


ssocialed Pronk 
By the A ted 

LONDON, Aug. 4.—Two purport- 
ed cures of influenzal pneumonia 
by serum similar to that for im- 
munizing ferrets against “flu” were 
announced today by Dr. Ronald 
Hare. 

In telling how he treated two 
women, one of whom was dying, Dr. 
Hare said “bath cases reatted in a 
very dramatic fashion” and recov- 
ered. 

The serum: was prepared from 
human beings convalescing from 
influenza. Recent announcements 
that ferrets could be infect-d with 
the flu virus were considered highly 
important because of the possibil- 
ity that the germ could be isolated 
and an antidote be found for human 
beings. 

Dr. Hare reported in the Lancet, 
British medicah, journal, that his 
first case, a wéman 27 years old, 
was in a grave condition. After 
two injections of serum four hours 
apart, he said, she began to improve 
and slept well at night. A third in- 
jection was made the following day 
and despite a tendency to have 
temperatures of 100 degrees, the 
patient continued to improve. 
Thereafter her recovery was steady. 

In the second case also, Dr. Hare 
said, there was uninterrupted re- 
covery and a difficulty in breath- 
ing and a pain in the chest disap- 
peared within four hours after an 


injection.

HAVANA, Aug. 4. — President 
Machado signed an edict today 
calling the transportation strike, 
which now reatens the city’s 
regular sources of food supplies, as 
a “seditious” © movement, He 
threatened to suspend constitution- 
al guarantees again and to de- 
clare martial law and a state of 
war unless the strike is brought to 
a quick end. 

The President’s edict said re- 
ports from police and other of- 
ficials indicated “the perpetration 
of deeds really seditious by 
striking workers,” and declared 
that the purpose of the movement 
was “to produce general paralysis 
of the nation’s mercantile and 
ordinary life.” 

All persons were informed that 
if seditious acts were continued 
the Government or its agents 
would issue two warnings to the 
participants and then would “use 
the public forces” to dissolve them. 

If these means are not sufficient, 
the edict continued, the Govern- 
ment will direct “that the military 
authority proceed to adopt means 
necessary for public peace after a 
declaration of a state of war.” 

Soldiers Break Barricade. 

Workers in Marianao last night 
carried bricks from a construction 
job and built a three-foot barricade 
across the main street.

In his telegram to the railroad 
chiefs he said the spending of 
money on maintenance work need 
not conflict with his program for 
economy in railroad operations that 
and the “immediate need of the 
country is the return of men to 
work.” 

Figures announced by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission 
showed the railroads were employ- 
ing 938,406 men during May, the 
number below which the railroad 
co-ordinator act says the roads may 
not go in cutting down personnel.

Then came sugar beets, which 
can be r&ised on a remunerative basis 
withou@child labor, but are not. Since 
that time, a child labor amendment has 
been submitted, but it never has been 


_ approved by the Nebraska Legislature 


and efforts to have it brought up at each 
sesalon are always choked off in the com- 
political and social 
‘ leaders no longer speak of or denouncé 
_child labor, and our percentage of liter- 
» acy continues to decline. I doubt if even 
‘Senator George Norris would raise his 
. voice.against it, as much of his strength 
* comes from the beet sugar séction of Ne- 
braska, , 
Sugar beets are grown mostly in the 


‘irrigated sections, on land valued at from 


$400 to $600 an acre. First, they are 
seeded by drills. Then, after they have 
‘ grown a few inches, they are thinned by 
hand, and afterward in. their cultivation 
_ they are weeded by hand. Adults of 
American stock, or of most European 
stocks, cannot do this work and will not 


' attempt it. For many years, the tending

FINANCING. THE NEW DEAL. 


| the Treasury Woodin made the preliminary announce- 


ment of the Federal Governmeht’s August financing 
plan. Monday in Washington, Acting Secretary Ache 
son formally announced that the Treasury was open · 
ing its subscription books to investors to the extent 
of $850,000,000—$500,000,000 in 8% per cent eight-year 


sury notes. — 
The next day, the front pages carried the news that 
these securities had been over-subscribed. Yesterday, 
President Roosevelt smiled as he announced that the 
amount of the over-gubscription extended to between 
three and four billion dollars. The result is, as the 
President pointed out, that within a few days the. 
Treastiry will haye the largest amount of cash on 
harid in its history. — 
This, in brief, is the record of the first of the 
Roosevelt administration's major financing opera- 
tions—indeed, the first issue of bonds, as distin- 
guished from short-term notes, since the middle of 
the Hoover administration. It is also, we believe, 
a reliable indication of the faith ofthe American 
people in the epoch-making program of the President 
and his associates to banish the blight of depression 
from the country. To quote Secretary Woodin, it 
demonstrates “the improvement in banking and finan- 
cial conditions and greater assurance as to the fu- 
ture.” As such a barometer of public sentiment, it is 
a telling indorsement of the New Deal thus far. - 
If this were its only significance, the current 
financing operation would be highly important. There 
are, however, Other aspects which need to be noted. 
The new iasués are to be dated Aug. 15, which is 
the date on which a short-term issue of $469,000,000 
will be dué for payment. A month later, Sept. 15, 
Treasufy certificates to the amount of $451,000,000 


in part, therefore, is absorbing short-térm issues by 
one issue of long-term bonds, To this end, the $500,- 
000,000 bond issue will be increased as necéssary, 
to make it possible for all those who will to exchange: 
their maturing short-term certificates for the eight- 
year bonds. 

In short, the Roosévelt administration has taken 
the fifst step in what may well be.a large-scale con- 
version program. We have begun the Federal re- 
funding process, which many of the most impor- 
tant countries underwent some time ago. This is 
borne ovt not only in the refinancing of a part of 
the unwieldy short-term indebtedness, but also in the 
lower interest rate on the long-term bonds. The rate 
on these bonds, 314 per cent, is a whole per cent 
under that on the Fourth Liberty Loan bonds, whose 
April and Octobér interest requirements constitute 
one of the heavy fixed charges of the Federal Gov- 
érnment. Thus, it is repeatedly reported from Wash- 
ington that forthcoming loans will be floated to take 
up the outstanding issues with higher interest rates. 
Some of the proponents of conversion, those who 
have been urging refunding at 2 per cent, may object 
that the rate of 3% per cént for the néw long-term 
bonds is too high. The Roosevelt administration has 
set this rate for a specific purpose; for the same 
reason, it has directed that the bonds shall come in 
denominations as low as $60. It wants the American 
people to have a financial part in the recovery pfo- 
gram. In his most recent radio address, the Presi- 
dent made it clear: that the success of the recovery 
program rests on the co-operation and support of the 
people. The rate on the new bonds is not high, but it 
is high enough to attract the savings of various kinds. 
In this connection, it should be pointed out that 
while these issues ate characterized as over-sub- 
scribed, this does not mean that the bonds are no 
longer available to small investors. Just the contrary 
is trie. ‘With the bodks closed for subscriptions in 
excess of $10,000, the way is clear for wage earners 
throughout the country to buy $50 and $100 bonds 
of this new issue, just as-they purchased Liberty and 
Victory Loan bonds during the war. 

There is another way in whith the public’s wel 
come of this loan is important. It means that the 
people are not afraid that President Roosevelt will 
misuse the monetary inflation powers granted him 
by the Thomas améndment. If investors feared de 
basement of the currency, they would not be ao eager 
to take the fixed income from Government bonds. 
When the New York Life Insurancé Co. places a sub- 
scription for $10,000,000 of the new bonds, it may be 
taken as a sign that financial and business leaders 


A have confidence in what is going on in Washington 


and what Washington has set going throughout the 
country. 

Thus it is that the Federal Government accom- 
plishes not only one but séveral désirable ends in its 
first largd-scale Treasury activity. It raises money 
to begin the recovery program; it opens the way for 
debt conversion: it offérs a safe invéstment to a peo- 
ple who, through sad experience, have become wary of 
investments; it providés an opportunity for finantial 
partnership in the New Deal. : 

Such a program is govérfiment for the people.

THE PERIL OF ADVANCING PRICES. 

Gen. Johnson says the next move of the admin- 
istration will be a nation-wide purchasing campaign, 
as a sequel to the measures adopted for spreading em- 
Dloyment and raising wages. He realizes the time is 
not yet ripe to ask people to buy, and says it will not 
be done until thé unemployed are back at work. He 
realizes, too, that the buy-now campaign inaugurated 
during the Hoover administration was abortive, be- 
cause purchasing is-born of confidence, and confi- 
dence was lacking at that time, — 

Of course; purchasing is a necessary part of the re 
dovery program, but we believe it will be the easiest 
hurdle. If the country is assured of a reasonably 
prosperous future, of a sharp diminution in the ranks 
of unemployed and of higher wage standards all 
along the line, there will be plenty of purchasing. 
The only obstacle to this end would seem to be a 
price level that hag got out of hand. How high are 
prices going? Will they go to the point that will 
desperately retard the recovery program? \ 
President Roosevelt and Gén. Johnson are keenly 
aware of this possibility. When he signed the Re- 
covery Act, the President especially called attention 
to it. “If we now inflate prices as fast And as far 
as -we increase wages,” he said, “the whole project 
will be set at naught. We cannot hope for.the full 
effect of this plan unless, in these first critical 
months, éven at the expense of full initial profits, we 
defer price increases as long ag possible.” 

Gen. Johnson, a few days later, referred to the 
threat of runaway prices as a “deadly serious matter.” 
With a confidence of whose basis we are not fully 
aware, he declared that the administration would not 
stand for wildcat price-lifting, “and we do not expect 
to have any trouble about it.” Threats of anti-trust 
law prosecution have been madé against price-fixing 
combines, but it is dubious whether the cumbersome 
procedure necessary under those laws would be effec 
tive. - The subjéct is réferred to in Article 9 of the 
blanket code, which seeks to restrain unnecessary 
price-raising through voluntary agreement. 

The President’s fear of priceraising is borne out 
by the fact that from the first of March to the middle 
of July, wholesale commodity prices did rise from 
an index number of 59.6 to 68.9, or an increase of 
15.6 per cent. Trading in grain futures became 80 
brisk that it was found necessary to place a maxi- 
mum daily limit, beyond which they would not be 
permitted to go. It is not possible to draw toxether 
a complete picture of the trend of all types. of prices, 
but it is certain they are going up fast. 

One brake on price-lifting, which we believe has 
been overlooked, is that the Recovery Act contains 
an excéss profits tax, under which the Goveriment 
‘hay collect & per cent of all corporation profits in 
excess of 12% per cent upon invested capital. This 
tax is linked, to prevent or minimize evasion, with 
the néw capital stock tax. While the rate of excess 
profits tax is exceedingly mild when compared with 
the similar tax in var time, it stands in the law as a 
harbinger of a more severe impost, if necessary. 

Many factors are involved in the success of the 
Recovery Act. But one thing is certain: It is not de- 
signed for the creation of hoggish profits. It is de- 
signed to wipe out unemployment and restore a de- 
cent standard of living. Those who look to it as a 
means of enriching themselves will certainly discover, 
sooner or later, that the other objectives are para- 
mount. Meanwhile, both for rich and for poor, it 
stands as our only hope of emerging from the black- 
est depression in all history. 
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A RECORD TO BE FILED. 


The report of the State Highway Patrol for its 
April-May-June quarter, just issued, shows a continua- 
tion of that ‘police body’s fine work. It has been 
the busiest quarter in the patrol’s history. An indi- 
cation of the officers’ good judgment and discretion 
is in the fact that, of 1869 arrests made by them, not 
a single acquittal resulted. More than half, or 952, 
of the offenders were conVicted. In protecting auto 
drivers against the peril presented by truck law vio- 
lators, the patrol was particularly active. It made 
881 arrests in such instatices, of which 575 resulted in 
convictions. In addition, the highway police recov- 
ered 83 stolen cars, with an estimated value of $29,- 
978; issued 7629 warnings for minor law violations; 
supervised 18,387 corrections of defective lights; gave 
service to 1087 drivers and first aid to 11 persons 
injured in accidents. 

It is a récord in which both patrol) and citizens 
may take pride, showing as it does how the highways 
have been made safer by these men’s vigilance. In- 
cidentally, it should be kept on file for quick pres- 
entation should another attempt be made in the Leg- 
islature, as was done at the last session, to disband 
the patrol.

Reform in the Stock Exchange

It is clear enough, I think, that the re- 
version to the old ways was due, in the first 
instance, to the administration’s failure to 


exhibit capacity and willingness to manage 


the dollar. When men hope or fear that 
the currency is out of control, they are 
compelled to speculate, even though they 
have no other ambition than to consérve 
their capital. 

But when all that can be said on this 
subject has been said, it was still startling 
to discover how little the experience of the 


past few years had done to awaken a sense 


of public responsibility in those who are 
professionally responsible for the vast busi- 
ness of trading in securities. Compared 
with the manifest evils and dangers of na- 
tional gambling in securities, the reforms

The quéstion is whether the exchange and 
the brokers who compose it will accept this 
obligation.

The flavor of meat has @ strong 
appeal to most appetites. Knowing 
‘how to buy meat, how to cook, 
serve it in a variety of appetizing 
ways and to make it go as far as 

ble by combining . with other 

s, is, therefore, a prime asset 


to a good cook. 

In homes where money is scarce 
this asset is doubly important, says 
the Bureau of Home Economics of 
the United States Department of 


Agriculture. These housewives must 
learn how to use the meat flavor 
wisely in a diet otherwise likely to 
be monotonous. It is a two-way 
problem beginning with the seleo 
tion and cooking of the meat and 
ending with the effective use of 
every bit of the cooked meat. 
Cheap cuts are just as flavorful 
and nutritious as expensive cuts. 
Take shoulder of lamb or vea) for 
example. he meat is tender and 
with the bones out, and a savory 
stuffing in their place, these cuts 
make roasts in every way compar- 
able to those that command a high- 
er price. Slow roasting in a mod- 
erate oven after browning is the se- 
cret for tender roasts. For the less 
tender cuts of beef such as lower 
round and brisket, the way to con- 
vert them in savory pot roasts and 
stews is to brown the meat first in 
a little fat, then add a very small 
quantity of water, cover the pot, 
and cook very slowly at moderate 
temperature until the tough cort- 


; nective tissue becomes tender. 


With meat well cooked in the 
first place, it is easy to make the 
most of the flavor in the next day’s 
hash. By adding potatoes to the 
leftover meat, you “extend” the 


flavor, as the home economist says. 


There are many other meat “ex- 
tenders” besides potatoes—other 
foods that readily take up the flav- 
or of the meat. Most of these are 
starchy foods, such as macaroni, 
spaghetti, rice, dumplings, noodles, 
bread crumbs, toast, pie crusts, or 
patty shells. Some sauces also serve 
the purpose. Creamed chopped meat 
on toast is an attractive way to 
serve the leftovers, with plenty of 
flavor and substance, too. 

Stew Under Another Name. 
Then there is shepherd’s pie— 
lamb stew (without potatoes) in a 
baking dish, with a layer of mashed 
potatoes on top, temptingly brown- 
ed in the oven. The same thing is 
done, of course, with other kinds of 
meat. Meat pie, meat patfies, meat 
shortcake, creamed meat in a ring 
of noodles, meat loaf, are other va- 
riations of this same economy de- 
vice. 

Cured meats, with their salty, 
piquant flavor, are excellent for ton- 
ing up bland foods. Corned beef 
hash, for instance. Or creamed 
minced ham, orrcreamed dried beef 
on toast. Or French toasted ham 
sandwiches. The sandwiches are 


spread with ground cooked ham, 


then dipped in egg and milk, and 
fried in the manner of French 
A more elaborate dish, but 
still a cheap one, is beef and ham 
gumbo in a rice ring. Almost a 
full meal, this, for it contains toma- 
toes and okra besides the meat.

Jellied meats, 
especially veal or lamb, with or 
without vegetables in the jelly are 
a particularly agreeable hot weath- 
er dish—cheap and easy to make if 
you have ea good refrigerator, but 
not to be undertaken otherwise, be- 
cause the gelatin as well as the 
meal spoils quickly in warm tem- 
peratures.

As homegrown tomatoes increase 
and prices are lower, Many will 
think of preparing catsup, chili 
gauce and relish. 

Tomato soy and piccalilli are 
made from green tomatoes a little 
later on. Here are recipes for sev- 
eral tomato concoctions, including 
a delicious tomato, apple and rai- 
sin relish which is fine with win- 
ter poultry. . 

Tomato Relish. 

Chop together half a peck of 
ripe tomatoes, three onions, three 
sweet peppers, three green pep- 
pers, a head of celery. Sprinkle 
with a scant quarter of a cup of 
salt. Let stand two hours, drain 
off liquid. Add to pulp the follow- 
ing: One ounce celery seed, two- 
thirds tablespoon mustard seed, 
one-half tablespoon cinnamon, one 
pound ground sugar, one pint vin- 
egar. Do not cook. 

Catsup. 

One bushel of ripe tomatoes, one 
scant pint of salt, six medium sized 
onions and six green peppers. Boil 


‘strained, return to the fire and 
add the- spice, in a thin muslin 
bag. One tablespoonful of whole 
cloves, one tablespoonful of whole 
allspice, five tablespoonfuls of black 
| papper corns, one tablespoonful of 
| cayenne pepper, four tablespoon- 
‘{fuls of sugar,’ one-half pound of 
cinnamon, one ounce of mace, Boil 
until quite thick. Let it get cold, 
remove the spices and add vinegar 
to taste.

_ Chili Sauce. 

Seald skin from 12 large ripe 
tomatoes. Peel four large onions 
and remove the seeds from two 
large green sweet peppers. Chop 
the three vegetables fine, using 
chopping bowl and hand knife. Put 
in kettle with four cups cider vine- 
gar, one-quarter cup sugar, table- 
spoon salt, two teaspoons each pow- 


and one teaspoon powdered ginger. 
Cook slowly until very thick, stir- 
ring frequently. The cooking will 
require about two hours. Let cool, 
put in wide mouthed bottles or 
small jars and seal.° 

Green Tomato Soy. 

Two gallons of green tomatoes 
sliced, 12 good sized onions sliced, 
one tablespoon of -allspice, one 
tablespoonful of cloves, two quarts 
of vinegar, one quart of sugar, two 
tablespoonfuls of ground mustard, 
two tablespoonfuls of black pepper, 
one tablespoonful of salt. Mix and 
stew until tender, stirring often, 
lest they should scorch. Put in 
small glass jars. A pleasant sauce 
for meat and fish.

Cabbage and Banana Salad. 


Two cups chopped cabbage. 

Three-quarters cup celery. 

Two baranas. 

One-half cup cooked dressing. 

Shred or chop cabbage. Add 
diced celery and finely cut bananas. 
Mix lightly with salad dressing and 
chill before serving on _ lettuce 
leaves, Pineapples may be substi- 
tuted for bananas. 


Harvard Beets. 

Six medium sized beets. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One tablespoon cornstarch. 

One-quarter cup water. 

One-half cup vinegar. 

One tablespoon butter. 

One-quarter teaspoon salt. 

Cook and slice beets. Mix sugar 
and cornstarch, add water and vin- 
egar, cook until thickened, stirring 
constantly. Add butter and salt, 
then beets and bring again to boil- 
ing point. 

Potato Souffle. 

Three cups mashed potatoes. 

One tablespoon melted butter. 

Two tablespoons cream or milk. 

Two eggs. 

One teaspoon minced parsley. 

See that potatoes are free from 
Heat together butter and 
cream, then beat into potatoes with 
the yolks of eggs (previously beat- 
en), parsley and salt and paprika to 
taste. 

Beat whites of eggs stiff, fold 
gently into potato mixture, place in 
buttered casserole and bake about 
30 minutes in moderate oven. 

Peppers and Salmon. 

Three large green peppers. 

One cup canned salmon. 

One cup medium white sauce. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Two tablespoons chile sauce. 

One hard-cooked egg. 

Cut peppers in halves, remove 
white portions and parboil for 5 
minutes in salted water. Mince sal- 
mon with fork, combine with white 
sauce, egg cut in bits, salt and a 
little paprika. Fill pepper halves 
and sprinkle with buttered bread 
crumbs. Bake about 40 minutes in 
moderate oven. 

Stuffed Shoulder of Veal. 

Remove bone from the shoulder 
of veal without cutting through 
outer skin. Fill cavity with a rich 
stuffing, sew up and truss into 
shape. Dredge with flour and roast, 
basting with bacon drippings and 
hot water. Roast, allowing 20 min- 
utes to the pound. An hour before 
the meat is done, arrange around 
it peeled raw potatoes cut in halves, 
and bake, basting with the drip- 
pings. Remove cover from roaster. 
Thicken the gravy with flour 
browned in fat and serve immedi- 


ately. 


Veal and Vegetable Hash. 

Six raw potatoes. 

Two medium sized onions. 

Three green peppers. 

Two large tomatoes. 

Four tablespoons butter. 

One cup meat stock. | 

Two cups chopped cooked meat. 

Salt and pepper. 

Put vegetables through food chop- 
per. Melt butter in frying pan and 
add vegetables with stock and cook 
until potatoes are done, keep cov- 
ered and stir occasionally to pre- 
vent sticking. Now add meat and 
season well with salt and pepper. 
Heat through and serve hot with 
toast points. 

Lemon Marshmallow Pie. 

Mix well one cup finely rolled 
Graham cracker crumbs, one-fourth 
cup butter and one-third cup sugar. 
With back of spoon spread mixture 
over sides and bottom of ungreased 
pie pan. Then put in moderate oven 
for about 8 minutes. 

Soak together for half an hour, 
a dozen marshmallows and one cup 
whipping cream. Soak one table- 
spoon gelatin in one-fourth cup cold 
water for five minutes, then add to 
gelatin three-fourths cup water and 
three-fourths cup sugar which have 
been brought to a boil, and add one- 
fourth cup lemon juice. 

Let cool until it begins to stiffen. 
Then fold in cream which has been 
beaten stiff with the marshmallows.

MAKES BULLET-PROOF SHIELD 
FOR USE OF POLICE IN SIEGES 


A bullet-proof shield, for use by 
police in future encounters similar 


to the one last Tuesday, in which 
Benjamin G. Perry, murderer of 
Samuel Murta, barricaded himself 
in his room in the Erie House and 
held off police Yor an hour before 
he was slain, has been designed by 
Sergt. Everett E. Fisher, in charge 
of the police radio. 

The shield is of %-inch armor 
plate, four feet high by three feet 
wide and is equipped with rollers, 
a.spotlight, bullet proof glass win- 
dow and an aperture for a weapon. 
It would permit an officer to ad- 
vance in comparative safety against 
a gunman, pushing the _ shield 
ahead of him on the rollers.

That is to say, 


By Not Concentrating on the 
Game Bid 
we have actually. greatly improved 
the processes by which we reach it. 
Our experience is that we miss ex- 
traordinarily few games that can be 


‘reasonably bid and made, while we 


bid many games that other systems 
do not reach, usually because the 
responding hand is very weak in 
high cards. I might say this—if you 
handle your early bidding along the 
lines I advise you will find that 
your, game bidding falls into line 
almost automatically.
